NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The open-air Service at the Free School on Yom Kippur constituted a new 
departure which is deserving of the heartiest approval. The idea of holding 
such a Service originated with Mr. Alfréd L. Cohen, who found a large number 
of poor Jews—most of them English—standing outside the School on the New 
Year Festival, and evidently not altogether in sympathy witk the style of 
Service which was being celebrated within. For these and for others who were 
not likely to find a place in which to worship on Yom Kippur, the open-air 
Service was ‘lesigned. It had other novel features besides its open-air character. 
Parts of the liturgy were read in English, and some Psalms were recited As 
regards these last two points the congregation that assembled under the canopy 
of Heaven on Wednesday might well have been the envy of theic brethren who 
were worshipping in fashionable synagogues. 


All honour to Mr. Cohen for taking such thought for the religious wants of 
the poor. Ws hear from time to time of the “ spiritual destitution” of the East End 
Jews. But if the spirit which is displayed in the initiation of this open-air Service 
were generally to animate our dealings with our poor coreligionists there would be 
little spiritual destitution among them to complain of. Mr. Cohen’s experiment 
sounds the key-note of a communal policy which we should do well to adopt. 
One obvious suggestion to be derived from it is that provision ought to be made 
for the religious wants of the poor in other parts of the metropolis besides the 
Kast End. The synagogues at the West End are so crowded by scatholders on 
the High Festivals thot the poor have no chance of adinission. There can be 
little doubt that many of them did not enter a place of worship during the recent 
Festivals on that account. This is a matter that deserves attention. For the 
sake of the communal well-being us well as for the sake of those who are thus 
shut out from the beneficial influence of public worship we must determine no 
longer to leave theee bretliren of ours so severely alone. 


History has given frequent instances of Jewish mimes and jesters who 
enjoyed the favour of continental sovercigns. Rabbi L. Luzzatto, of Venice, has 
just published in the Vessil’o Ts: aelitico the copy of letters patent granted by 
Francesco, Duke of Mantua, on June 2, 1612, to the Jew, Simon Basilea. By 
virtue of this royal rescript, Basilea, who had acquired some fame as a ventrilo- 


quist, was authorised to perform in any part of the State without being under 


the neccssi‘y of wearing the badge, which, at that time, the Jews 


generally were 
obliged to display conspicuously on their headdress. | 


Rabbi Dr. Lehmann, of Mayence, has come across a venerable Jewish tomb- 
stone at a village in the vicinity of that town. The Hebrew inscription is to the 
following effect : “To tha memory of Belet, daughter of Rabbi Jacob, died on 
the 2ad Ellul, 566,—Her soul be in Paradise.” At first sight the stone itself 
bears testimony to its great age. Confirmation of this assumption is lent by 
the form of the letters, the composition of the inscription, and by the name 
“ Belet,”’ which has become obsolete for many hundreds of years. The date 566 
given on the stone cannot be other than 4566 of the Jewish reckoning ; 
equivalent to 806 A.c. Mayence it appears is noted for its ancient grave stones. 
Maharil, its famous Rabbi, who was driven thence in 1420 with the entire Jewish 
congregation, related that in the then old Jewish cemetery at Mayence there 
was a stone which, according to the inscription, was no less than 1100 years 


old. After the expulsion of the Jews the tombstones in the Jewish burial | 


ground were used for building materials. Hitherto the oldest known memorial 
stone was one in the Jewish Cemetery at Worms, and dated 4660 a.m. 


A ceremony wholly unknown in England at the present day was held 
lately in the Jewish Temple at Trieste. Professor Vittorio Castiglione, a scholar 
who besides his high secular attainments, his a profound and extensive know- 
ledge of the Talmud and its exegeses, as well as of Hebrew literature in general, 
arrived at the determination to submit himself to a severe examination in 
rabbinical laws and writings. The Chief Rabbi of Trieste presided at thig 
examination which lasted several hours, and so thoroughly proficient did the 
Professor, who is no longer young, prove himself to be, that the examiners 
determined .o publicly confer upon him the title of Morenu, and to hand him at 
the same ime the diploma of Rabbi. This unwonted ceremony attracted a 
large congregation on the following Sabbath to the Temple, which was densely 
crowded. The new Rabbi was called to the law by the title of pan n>y and 


received the blessings of the Chief Rabbi. Having been conducted to a seat of 
honour the President of the congregation handed Professor Castiglione on a 


silver salver the diploma awarded by the Ecclesiastical Chief. The festive event 
did not end in the synagogue, and was continued with “ profane” rejoicings. 


CORRESPONDENCE. 


TALMUDIC SHORTHAND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Srr,-—Readers of Hebrew MSS, as well as of certain printed books are well 
acquainted with the frequency with which abbreviations are used alike by com- 
positors and copyists to affect a saving in time and space. In all languages such 
word-shortenings occur, but in none are they so common as in Hebrew. The origin 
of M\3a' WN or initial letters, is sought by some in the Bible itself, such puzzling 
words as “Selah” being explained in this way, while many another difficulty has been 
unravelled by a similarly ingenious process. 

Closely connected with this point comes the [P™H1) or notaricum, a word 
obviously of Latin origin, but which the “Sheloh” quaintly derives from the phrase 
M3’N ADP MS Wi, “He who guards the letter, acquires the word,” meaning of 
course that one who writes the first letter of a word spares himself the trouble of 
writing the rest, The Talmud endeavours to trace this form of Shorthand in the 
Bible but with scanty success. There cannot, however, be much doubt that this 
notaricon was a genuine species of Shorthand, for it must be remembered that the 
Synhedrion usually employed three scribes or clerks to commit to writing the 
evidence of witnesses—one clerk was retained in the interest of the prosecution; 
one of the defence, and one as a check on both reports. Now the question at once 
suggests itself: how did these clerks manage to keep accurate record of the vira-voce 
testimony of witnesses ? The answer is given by Musaphia, who remarks : ‘The 
Clerks of the Beth Din or Synhedrion (Senate) when in a hurry used to write down 
the first letters of words, and this form of writing was called notaricum.” 

In various places in the Talmud allusions are made to 0°3!9°0 and other devices, 
which, however, were rather designed as mnemonics than to save time in writing. 
Some information on other points may be found in the tractate Sabbath, folios 
103-105, but the exact meaning of the forms of writing there referred to is far from 
clear. 

We read in the Jerusalem Talmud of a Ben Kamsar who, when he wished to 
write the Tetragrammaton, tvok four pens and thus wrote the name at one stroke. 
He did this in order to indicate that the Unity of God is perfect, and that even in 
writing, the name was to be made one and indivisible. This, again, may con- 
stitute a form of shorthand. | 

In MSS. we often find contractions, sometimes so prevalent and intricate as to 


‘render it difficult to decipher the meanings. Most must be familiar with the abbre- 


viated form of the Tetragrammaton in printed books a; well as the shortened form 
of the combination of the letter & and >,

ST. JOHN’S WOOD SYNAGOGUE.—A PROTEST. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—The action of one of the Wardens of the St John’s Wood Synagogue in 
quitting the Synagogue before the Shopher was blown, surely calls for some action 
on the part of the seatholders. Unless every member of the congregation wishes 
to sanction such arrogant, irreverent, and indecorous conduct on the part of one 
who should set an example of decorum, Mr. Arnholz should at once be called upon 
to resign his position. 

The Minister of the Synagogue is the person responsible for the conduct of the 
sorvice in accordance with recognised orthodoxy, and he clearly was doing only his 
duty in refusing to allow the Shopher to be sounded until the hour at which Kippur 
ceased had been reached. It may have been unfortunate that the service was not 


sufficiently drawn out sothat no interval was necessary, but no one who appreciated 


the worn out condition of the Reader (whose voice had almost gone), would com- 
plain that he did not further prolong his exertions. 

Mr. Arnholz resented the minister's action in deferring the sounding of the 
Shophar for five minutes by leaving the synagogue, and insulting the congregation. 
The congregation will, I hope, resent Mr. Arnholz’s action by removing him from 
his position.

THE EXITS OF THE ST, JOHN'S WOOD SYNAGOGUE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


Sir,—It is an old custom, when one has no case, to abuse the opposing counsel, 
and this is what Mr. Beddington and the Honorary Officers of the St. John’s Wood 
Synagogue are driven to do. 3 7 

They both fail, in their letters in your impression of the 16th inst., to give any 
adequate reply to any one of my objections to the present means of egress from this 
synagogue, and they accordingly say that my letter is calculated “ to cause panic by 
making worshippers uneasy.” [ trust they will be uneasy, and will “ peg away’ at the 
Board of Management till the causes of their uneasiness are removed. 

Mr. Beddington goes on to say that ‘the doors at the back of the synagogue 
should always be used by those whose seats are near these doors—if that 
were done half the congregation would have no need to go into the vestibule at all.” 
Does Mr. Beddington forget that members frequently bring overcoats or umbrellas 
and that they must leave these in the cloak room in the vestibule in front of the 
building? 

As Chairman of the Building Committee of the United Synagogue, Mr. Bed- 
dington states that, some few years back, he inspected the means of egress from 
every Constituent Synagogue, and among them those of the St. J ohn's Wood Syna- 
gogue, and that he, on the 12th inst , again inspected the latter. Did he then over- 


look the fact that the doors of the centre gallery still open inwards, and that when 
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the doors of the side galleries are opened for ladies to pass out, the staircases are 
blocked to those descending from the centre gallery?) He and the three architects 
quoted by the Board of Management must surely have overlooked these important 
facts, or they would never have settled that “the egress from all the Synagogues 
was perfectly safe.” 

I am no alarmist, and I am anxious on the eve of the Day of Atonement not to 
create any uneasiness, and I therefore ask you not to insert this till after that day ; 
but I most emphatically protest against the Chairman of the Building Committee 
and three architects, not one of whom has been in the building when it was full, 
declaring that the means of egress are ample. It is impossible to adequately judge 
of this, without seeing the struggle to get out, and the surging of the crowd in the 
vestibule after the services on the High Festivals. Perhaps one of the four may be 
induced to visit the Synagogue on the eve of the Day of Atonement for this purpose, 
and as this letter will not appear till after that day, I shall be glad if you will 
suggest this privately to Mr. Beddington. | 

I have no wish to discredit the Board of Management, as I believe that, not- 
withstanding the letter in your impression of the 16th, they, and the Honorary 
Officers, are really in accord with me and the majority of the congregation as to the 
urgent necessity of making some alteration, but that they are either deferring 
the alteration on the score of expense, or at the behest of the Building Committee of 
the UnitedSynagogue. I trust they will depart from this “penny wise and pound 
foolish * policy without further delay. | 

It is now pretty generally agreed that “a public building, in which the stream 
from one part flows at right angles into the stream from another part, ought to be 
regarded as a dangerous structure.” It is to be hoped that before long local author- 
ities will enforce this maxim upon architects,

The Turkish Minister in Madrid has notified to the Minister of Instruction 
that a Turkish scholar is about to. visit Spain at the Sultan’s expense, to 
examine the various public libraries in the country, and notably the Escurial, in 
order to take copies of the MSS. in the Arabic language. It is known that at tho 
Escurial there are a number of valuable writings in that language, but in Hebrew 
characters, by Jewish authors. Similar MSS, also exist in the archiepiscopal libra. 
ries in Seville and Toledo, 

The erudite Abbé Pietro Perreau, of the Parma Library, is as well versed in 


the Hebrew liturgy as he is in Rabbinical literature. In the curreat number of the 


Vessillo Israelitico, he has a brief article on “The Prayer of the Blessings,” in which 
he incidentally refers to the paper on ‘Eighteen Benedictions’’ read before the 
Jews’ College Literary Society by the Rev. J. F. Stern. 


Dr. Barzilai, Solicitor to the Jewish Community at Trieste, a learned Hebra ist 


and enthusiastic antiquarian, devotes a considerable portion of his time to investi- 
gations on the subject of Hebrew etymology. He has lately published important 
explanations on a variety of especially difficult Hebrew words.

An interesting article on Berthold Auerbach by Heinrich Ehrlich, has been 
published in the latest part of the Berlin Magazine, the Gegenwart. 

A Jewish lady at Cracow has translated into Germanthe poem “ Hagar in the 
Wilderness,” of the Polish poet Ujesky. The translation has pleased him so highly 
that he has given the lady permission to translate other compositions of his into the 
German language. 

A new Oratorio, “Isaiah,” by Signor Luigi Mancinelli, will be performed at 
the Norwich Musical Festival on Thursday, the 13th prox. The libretto is based on 
sacred history, and deals with the siege of Jerusalem by Sennacherib, and the 
deliverance of the city by supernatural means. 

Among the lectures for the ensuing Session of the Jews’ College Literary 
Society will be a lecture on the “ Kaddish” by the Rev. H. Gollanez, and one on the 
“Massorah ” by the Rev. I. Harris, M.A. .

On Sunday last the monthly meeting of the Committee of the Poor Jews’ Tein- 
porary Shelter was held at the Institution, 84, Leman Street. Mr. Enis A. Fran«- 
LIN, President, oceupied the Chair, andthere were present the Revs. J. A. Gouldstein 
and J. Kohn Zedek ; Messrs. B. Birnbaum, H. B. Birrhaum, M. Berlinger, 8. Cohen, 
H. A. Franklin, L. B. Franklin, If. Landau, M. Levy, M. Loewenstein, Harvey 
Samuel, I, Weber and J. B. Wechsler. } 

The Report of the Executive Committce was read and adopted. The Report 
stated that there had been a very slight increase in the number of inmates admitted 
during July and August as compared with the corresponding pericd of 1886, but that 
the percentage of those who understood a trade or calling was higher among the 
later arrivals. During the month of July 139 inmates were received, as compared 
with 131 in July, 1886, and in August 125 were admitted as against 122 in August, 
1886. During the past quarter the total increase, as compared with the correspond- 
ing pericd of 1886, was seven. Although ihe financial year did not close until the 
end of October the funds were already depleted, and the Exceutive Committee recom- 
mended the General Committee to consider means of raising the funds, as the fixed 
income from subscriptions barely covered half the expenditure. 

Mr. HERMANN LANDAU said that the figures of the Report did not support the 
view that there had been a serious influx of foreign Jews, or that the Institution 
attracted foreigners in any large numbers, in fact few were as wellaware of the fal- 
lacy of such a statement as the managers of the Shelter. The Report of the Board 
of Trade also testified to the exaggeration of the outcry against foreign immigra- 
tion. With regard to the depredations to which immigrants were subjected on 
their arrival in London (referred to in the Jewish Chronicle of July 15), Dr. Adler 
and himself had interviewed Sir Charles Warren, by whom they were received in a 
most kindly manner, and requested to state a case in writing. He had made a com- 
munication pointing out how immigrants were entrapped by so-called porters, and 
suggesting that a policeman or someone in authority able to speak German should be 
present at every disembarkation. The suggestion had been readily complied with. 

In considering means of raising the funds it was moved by the CHAIRMAN, 
and after some discussion unanimously carried that a Canvassing Committee be 
formed with the ob ect of obtaining increased subscriptions among the residents of 

the East End of London. . 

The Rev. J. Kohn Zedek, and Messrs. M. Berlinger, S. Cohen, H. Goodman, I, 
Weber, and J. B. Wechsler were constituted the Canvassing Committce with power 
te add to their number. 7 

A vote of thanks to the Chair terminated the meeting.

THE EMPRESS OF GERMANY ON JEWIS'T PHILANTIIROPY. 


— 


We had lately the satisfaction of reporting the adinirable sentiments 
expressed by the Emperor of Austria at the reception of Jewish deputations in 
Hungary. Perhaps s'ill more significant and gratifying were the words addressed 
by the Empress of Gcrmany to a Jewish gentleinan in the presence of the repre- 
sentatives of the various benavolent institutions ia Stettin, where her Imperial 
Majesty, together with the Emperor, stayed during the recent manceuvres. The 
Empress Augusta, as all Germans are aware, is intensely interested in the wel- 
fare of public charities, and when the President of the Jewish Orphan Asylum 
was presented to her her Majesty spoke to him as follows :— 

Iam indeed glad that the opportunity is once again afforded me of giving 
expression to my thorough recognition of your benevolent disposition. Ihave often 
met your co-religionists in this conuection,and have fully convinced myself of the 
noble sentiments, willing sa:rifices, and loving kindness which distinguish you. 
Here too, as I hear with the utmost pleasure, the same humane spirit is displayed in 
your numerous benevolent institutions, and I hereby assure you of my warmest 
syopen'y with your undertakings, the success of which I lay exceedingly to 

eart. 

Highly delighted at this gracious little speech, the President of the Asylum 
tendered the Empress his grateful thanks, whereupon her Imporial Majesty 
resumed the topic of conversation and remarked :—. 

I have frequently visited the Jewish charities in Berlin, and have always found 
them unexceptionable and worthy of imitation. I hope it may be your good 
fortune to raise your own institutions to the same high position, and I perceive that 
there is every prospect of this goal being attained. Continue your noble exertions, 
my warmest wishes accompany you in your labour of love.

Notes on the Hebrew Text of the Book of Genesis, with Tivo. Appendices. By G. J 

SPURRELL, M.A. (Oxford, Clarendon Press: 1887.) 

The delegates of the Clarendon Press have done good service to the study 
of Hebrew in England by furthering the publication of Mr. Spurrell’s usefu | 
work, but we fear that its utility is considerably discounted by the price (half a 
guinea) at which the book is published. Of the work itself we may speak in 


terms of almost unqualified praise, for though the author does not lay any claim | 


to originality he has the not less valuable merits of lucidity and accuracy. The 
student of Hebrew, especially if he is in the first stages of his progress, will derive 
very much advantage from a careful perusal of Mr. Spurrell’s notes, and we can 


in particular recommend the edition to candidates entering for the first Scriptural 


examination at the University of London. We cannot, however, omit the remark, 
which is scarcely intended as a formal complaint, that taken as a whole the book 
dovs not do full justice to the Jewish commentators on the Bible. We should be 
the last to deny the debt due to critics like Delitzsch and Dillmann, the latter of 
whom is probably facile princeps among modern commentators. But it seems 
scarcely fair to quote interpretations of the text as though originating with 
these modern writers when the identical explanations are to be found in 
the far older works of Jewish commentators. For instance, the note on 
the singular 992010) (Gen. xii. 3), “God does not expect that many will 
so far forget themselves as to curse him” belongs not to Dillmann but to bis 
Jewish predecessors (see Biur) ; on page 198, Tuch and Delitzsch are credited 
with a note to be found in Rashi, while Rashbam might have been mentioned 
in the note on xxv., 32. The view of the last-named commentator on the 
meaning of “till he come to Shiloh” was also worthy of mention, even though it 
be untenable. We cannot, by the way, agree with Mr. Spurrell that the rendering 
of Onkelos in xlix. 21, supports the reading 9x for DN. The explanation, 
again, of the Massoretic punctuation of M75 }3 is assigned to Delitzsch, though 
the identical explanation is to be found in well-known Hebrew commen- 
taries. Lastly the explanation of pYw?¥ 123 (L. 23) is due not to Dillmann and 
Ewald but to [bn Ezra. These of conrse are sinall faults which do not detract 
much from the value of Mr. €purrell’s laborious and excellent work. I[t is 
enhanced in value by two Appendices, dealing respectively with the modern 


_ theories as to the origin of the Book cf Genesis, and with the pronunciation and 


meaning of the Tetragrammaton,

BRAWLING IN THE CENTRAL SYNAGOGUE. 


Yesterday at Marlborough Street, Herbert Freund, who has several times, been 
charged for brawling in St. Paul’s Cathedral and obstructing the streets near the 
Mansion House, was charged with disturbing the congregation worshipping in the 
Central Synagogue. Great Portland Street, on Wednesday afternoon,—Mr. Lickfold, 
solicitor, prosecuted, and Mr. Bernard Abrahams, solicitor, conducted the defence. 
—Mr. Jonah Jonas said he was a merchant, and resided in Bedford Square. He was. 
also Warden of the Central Svnagogue, Great Portland Street. ‘The previous day 
was the Day of Atonement amongst the Jewish conmunity, and, while service was 
being held in the synagogue about four o'clock in the atternoon, there being a very 
large congregation, the prisoner screamed out from the end of the building as loud 
as he could. He could not hear what he said. After he screamed he pulled a toy 
trumpet out of his pocket and commenced to blow it. Owing to what the man said 
a panic was created, and a great many members of the congregation rose to their 
feet and rushed to the door. For a time the panic was so great that there might 
have been a loss of life.—Mr. Abraham Abrahams, a solicitor, deposed that he was 
in the synagogue at the time in question, and heard the prisoner shout, ‘“ You Jews, 
why don’t you believe in the Messiah? ’’ ‘The man also blew a toy trumpet, and 
after he was ejected from the building a disturbance was created outside. At the 
time the Rev. D. Fay was officiating at the service. He did not hear the prisoner 
shout out “Fire!” but the service was interrupted at the most solemn part of it.— 
Mr. Morris van Boolen gave corroborative evidence, andstated that after calling out, 
“You Jews, why don’t you believe in the Messiah?” he shouted, “Damn you ‘all— 
fire, fire, fire.’ Some years ago the prisoner had created a disturbance in the syna- 
gogue,—Cross-examined: It was about four o’clock when the accused made the 
disturbance. He was certain about the time.---The Rev. D. Fay, Minister of the 
Central Synagogue, having also deposed to the disturbance created by the accused, 
Mr. Bernard Abrahams asked that his client should be remanded, so that the state of 
his health might be inquired into. The accused had matriculated with honours, and 
was an M.B., but after taking his degree had manifested some peculiar notions. He 
had been brought up in the Jewish persuasion.—Mr. Mansfield remanded the prisoner 
for a week.—Freund was then forcibly removed from the dock, shouting. 


Tue LATE Mr. JoHN SamureL.—The funeral of the late Mr. Samuel took 
place on Monday at the Willesden Cemetery. The elaborate coffin, covered with 
floral offerings, was conveyed in a hearse drawn by four horses. Twelve m in, 
coaches and several private carriages followed.

THE FEAST OF TABERNACLES., 


— 


Arter sorrow joy, after grief gladness. That is the formula which connects 
the Feast of Tabernacles with the Fastof Atonement. After the contrition 
and downcast feeling of the ten Penitential days there follows the exhilaration 
of the Jewish Harvest Home which came as the crowning joy of the year to 
an agricultural nation. 


It might almost seem as if the arrangement of Festivals was so 
managed that the Day of Atonement should not encourage any one-sided 
asceticism. Judaism declares on the great day that it is‘right at times to 
mortify our souls, but less than a week afterwards it declares with equal 
insistance that it is also right at times to rejoice our souls. ‘ Rejoice ye 
before the Lorp” is the refrain of the Festival and it is one deserving of 
somewhat close attention, as rightly regarded it throws unexpected light upon 
our religion and its teaching. | 


It is usual for writers on what is nowadays termed “ comparative reli- 
gion” to remark on the so-called naturalism of the pagan religions. They 
point out the joyous brightness of the Greek festivals with their garlanded 
votaries dancing in triumphal procession towards the shrine of the particular 
god or goddess whose worship was being celebrated. They call attention to 
the fact that in its inception the drama was a religious function and that the 
Greek was performing a religious duty in listening to the jests of Aristo- 
PHANES, even though they were often not very decorous. Against all 
this a telling contrast is made with the solemn gloom of Semitic religion of 
which Judaism is the highest example. There have even been some enthu- 
siasts who have cursed the day when Europe was taught to worship a Semi- 
tic God and desert its natural joyousness for gloomy and ascetic Pharisaism. 

It might be pointed out to these enthusiasts that even in their picture 
of Greek life, they depart somewhat from the strict truth in describing it as 
entirely a religion of joy. The Mysteries were serious enough, and the 


we are more concerned to show is that in Judea provision was made for the 
lighter aspects of life as well as its more serious side. The three periods when “all 
thy males shall appear before the Lorp thy Gop ” (Exod. xxiii. 17), were occa- 


| sions for rejoicing at the memories of the Exodus, for the successful planting 


of the crops, and for the ingathering of the same. All the naturalism that 
is claimed for the pagan religions exists in its full force in Judaism. The Feast 
of Tabernacles is specially characteristic among these, for alone of Jewish fes- 
tivals it has but slight historic associations to endear it to the memory of 
the people. It is the Jewish harvest home, as we have said, and as this it 
is @ festival of universal import. It is again a specially popular festival ; 
it records the finish of the yearly toil for the workers of the nation who make > 
little appearance in history, but through whose humble toil the world is made 
better and better, if somewhat slowly. It is for them in the long run that 
legislators make laws, poets write songs, and thinkers work out their theories. 
The greatness of a man or a religion is shown by the amount of attention 
with which their wants are regarded. Judaism judged by that standpoint can 
safely stand the test as is shown as much as anything by the festival we are 
about to celebrate. | 
Thus the Day of Atonement shows that Judaism takes account of the 
higher communion of man with his Maxee, and thus vies in spirituality 
with its daughter religion, Christianity, which has paid almost exclusive

. attention to this side of the religious life. The Feast of the Tabernacles on 


Drama include the awesome tragedy as well as joyous comedy. But what 
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the other hand shows that Judaism recognises equally with the older pagan | 
creeds, the religious nature of the joyous communion of man with his fellow- 
man. It thus stands midway between the one-sided asceticism of Chris- 
tianity and the equally one-sided naturalism of the old pagan religions. This 
happy mean is indeed distinctive of Judaism in all its aspects. Christianity 
by emphasising only one side of the heritage it obtained from Judaism has 
done much to produce unhappiness in the world, and has, especially in Pro- 
testant countries, produced a so-called “ Judaic” Sabbath that was never 
passed by any body of Jews known to history. The duty of happiness is a 
lesson of Judaism which it may yet have to teach the world. 

Yet in this recognition of the naturalness of joy, Judaism has put 
bounds upon its exercise. In the heathen civilisation the festivals were too 
often an excuse for unbridled license. “ Rejoice ye before the Lord” has been 
the guiding principle, that is to say “in the midst of your joys remember in 
W hose presence ye stand,and donothing unworthy of yourselves or Him.” This 
religious sanction to rejoicing has provided the desirable check on any carrying 
of joy beyond due limits. In the allegoric meaning attached to the symbols 
of the Feast of Tabernacle we see the tendency to temper joy with reflection, 
to fulfil the command of rejoicing without overstepping its due bounds. That 
is the proper spirit in which we should “ rejoice betore the Lorp.” | 


AN OPEN AIR SERVICE ON YOM KIPPUR. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. |] 


A new departure was taken this year in providing a service for our humbler 
brethren on the Day of Atonement. Some sixty years ago the late Mr. Louis Cohen 
and Mr. Abraham Hort observed with regret that many for whom no accommodation 
could be found in the synagogues, wandered, on this holy day of convocation, aim- 
lessly about the streets, without spiritual guidance or spiritual direction. 

They established a service in the Jews’ Free School, which has been continued 
until this day ; the modest expenses being defrayed by the United Synagogue, 
Mr. Louis Cohen’ personally  superintended the arrangements until 
advancing age rendered him incapable of attending, and the work has been taken 
up successively by his sons, Lionel Cohen and Alfred Cohen, the Vice-President of 
the School. 

The accommodation which suffice] in 1827 is, however, inadequate in 1887, and 
though services have been provided separately for women at the Iufant School, 
there are still a large number of persons who are desirous of attending prayer on 
the Kippur Daywand who are unable to do so for want of the necessary accommo- 
dation in the London Synagogues. | 

This demand for seats has given rise to a practice which is nothing less than a. 
scandal to the Jews of London. Before the New Year and the Day of Atonement 
the walls of the Jewish quarter are placarded with notices by “ Hazanim” that they 
have taken certain halls and rooms, and that aided by their choirs, they will endea- 
vour, with a view to future favours, to “give satisfaction,” not to Almighty God, but 
to those who rent the seats. These notices, many of them in Jiidisch-Deutsch, are 
placarded on the walls next to the programmes of the music halls and the theatres 
of the neighbourhood, and indeed the speculation, for it is none other, is equally 
with the music hall and theatre “run” by the manager or Hazan for the sake of 
gain; the music hall, however, makes no pretence of appealing to the religious sen- 

ment. 

It is impossible to remedy this scandal unless the wealthier Jews of London 
will undertake to find synagogues, temporary or permanent, where no seat shall 
be let, and where no seat shall be appropriated, where the service shall not be slovenly: 
but where the preachers shall be the most eloquent, and the musical service the best* 
It must not be forgotten that besides the foreign element among the poor Jews of 
London there is a very large English element, probably far outnumbering the 
foreigners. These men are hardworking and industrious, they rarely ask relief 
from our charities, they gain their livelihood by work, many by hard work as fruit 
porters and costermongers. The English Jewish workman is very like his Christian 
mate, he is somewhat apathetic about his religious duties. In fact, this section of 
the community is analogous to that which in our prosperous class passes the Kippur 
Day in their homes reading the Bible or devotional works; or which, if its mem- 
bers do attend synagogue, attend sedulously tothe sermon, but are too often aimles 
and listless during the major portion of the day. : 

The religious sentiment is not dead in men of this class, \it is only dormant. 
Though not touched, indeed though somewhat repelled, by the Hazanuth in which 
the Polish Jew delights, the English Jewish working man has deeply implanted in 
his mind the principles of the Jewish faith, and if he be somewhat religiously inert 
and apathetic, perhaps it is because he has been neglected by the leaders of Jewish 
thought who in laudable anxiety to Anglicanise the foreign Jew, have a little for- 
gotten to spiritualise the Englishman, 

Impressed with these ideas, the Managers of the Free School have organised this 
year short open air services on Kippur Day in the playground of the school. They 
know quite well that though the need be great for a men’s service which appeals to 
Englishmen, the need is far greater for a similar service for Jewish women and 
girls, but they were unwilling to attempt too much at first. In issuing the annexed 
notice, it was their desire not to displace in any way the regular liturgy, but rather 
year by year to draw more persons thereto, and if at some future day any modifica- 
tion is made in the regular ritual, it will be made by those fon whom the duty more 
immediately lies, and not by the School Committee, from whose province it is 
foreign :— 

During recent years the number of Worshippers attending Service in the Great 
Hall of the School, has far exceeded the cayacity of the building, and a practice has 
grown up of assembling in the playground during Divine Worship. Those who 
thus assemble come assuredly with reverend and pious intention, and it has been — 
thought that they would welcome some religious service which should tend to lead 
their thoughts into pious and reflective grooves. It is obviously impossible to hold 
a complete service in the open air, and in arranging for the reading of some | 


extracts from the Liturgy, and from the Book of Psalms, partly in Hebrew and 
partly in English, the Managers are endeavouring to supply, nota substitute for, but 
an adjunct to the regular service, and they would remind those who assemble on 
this Kipur day, that the School is open for the worship of God every Saturday 
morning, that no seats are reserved at these weekly services, and that all are 


welcome, 
On KIPUR day— 


a o'clock there will be read, Psalms 15, 25, 27, and portions of the Morning 
rvice, 


At 1 o'clock, Psalms 51, 85, 90, the Haftorah, and portions of the Additional Service. 
At 3 o'clock, a short Afternoon Serv ce. 


At 4.30 o'clock the Rev. Kohn Zedek will preach, and the Neilah py py will 
then be read. 

The aim of the Committee, while mindful of the spirit which throws a halo of 
reverent association round the past, has been to try and open up a vista of improve- 
ment in the future, and in so doing they have supplemented the sermon in English 
of the preacher of to-day by a translation in English of those grand sermons of the 
preachers (mpoprjrar) of the Bible, the fire of whose burning words time has not yet 


quenched, nor the light of whose intellectual radiance have ages diminished.

THE JEWISH COLONIES IN AMERICA. 


— 


Mr. N.S. Joseph, Honorary Secretary of the Mansion House Fund for the 
Relief of the Russian Jews, has received the following Report upon the 
“ Alliance” Colony, established on an estate at Vineland, New Jersey, putchased 
by the Trustees of the Fund, and administered by an influential body of Trustees 


in New York. 


New York, September 9th, 1887.

Dear Sir,—The members of the Alliance Land Trust paid their annual visit of 
inspection to the Alliance colony, near Vineland, N.J., on Sept. 4th and 5th inst. 
There were present :—Messrs. Henry S. Henry, Leopold Gershel, Isaac Eppinger, 
and Rev. Dr. de Sola Mendes, of the Board ; accompanied by Hon. Jacob H. Schiff, 
Hon. M. 8. Isaacs, Mr. Julius Lewissohn, of Hamburg, and Mr. A. C. Sternberg, the 
former efficient Superintendent of the colony. | 

The visit proved in every way a most gratifying one, for the solid evidences of 
success were everywhere visible in the shape of the excellent standing crops, and 
above all, of the new houses, barns and sheds erected this summer by the colonists 
at theirown expense. On enquiry we found that the average receipts of colonists 
from berries alone, had been this season, some $400 ; one man had received more than 
$500. These sums are net, after paying freight and agent’s commission. There are 
other crops still to be marketed ; sweet-potatos, apples, peaches and grapes, although 
the proceeds from the last will be small, owing to the prevalence of mildew caused 
by the exceptionally wet weather this summer. In addition, every colonist has 
enough potatoes (sweet and Irish), cabbage, turnips, beets, corn, &c., to provision 
him over the winter. | 
Stock is well represented by many young and strong horses and very many 
cows, some of which are evidently quite valuable specimens. All the colonists 
expressed themselves well pleased with the results of their labours, and with their 
accustomed winter-resources of machine sewing and cigar-making, look forward to 
a very comfortable future. Many petitions were received for more land, at very 
much advanced rates, but the trustees have very little to allot. Itis our intention, 
namely, to reserve a town-plot of 40 acres around the present synagogue to be 
devoted solely to public purposes, such as public buildings, a square or park, &c. It 
is possible that the Township authorities of Vineland will locate a public school in 
the raens ; there are now 150 school-going children; this would be the proper 
site for it. 

The bath-house and cemetery, as well as the synagogue, erected by the munifi- 
cence of our Berlin brethren, are in good condition, the colonists themselves doing 
the small repairs needed on them from time to time. Mr. Schiff donated $250 towards 
a library the colonists are forming, and with Mr. Lewisohn gave assistince to 
certain special cases (sickness or newcomers); Mr. Isaacs promised assistance 
towards paying a teacher for adults and children, the former to learn English at 
night sessions, the latter Judaism after their public school work is done. A fitting 
instructor is at present visiting the colony and will no doubt be selected by us for 
this duty. 

It will thus be evident to you that there is little or no want among the colon- 
ists ; indeed, one of the most enterprising of them, Lubarski, has bought an adjacent 
farm of 122 acres for $1,500, on which he has already paid $250 down. 
source of great satisfaction to all who have for long years laboured in order to place 
these people upon an independent footing of self-support, to witness how this 
previously untried experiment of colonizing Jews, has succeeded. The visiting 
trustees and their accompanying guests, felt deep gratification in going from house 
to house, witnessing not only the comfort there but the beginnings of adornment 
and even luxury in many of them, and in being welcomed in each one with the 
pleasant smile of appreciation and gratitude for brotherly sympathy. We trust that 
it will not be long before some of our English brethren will likewise see for them- 
selves the practical results of their philanthropy and charity. 

The new “warranty-deeds” for the farms, on the ten-year mortgage basis, are 
being prepared, and all the colonists will, of course, gladly accept them. This 
indeed is our only visible source of probable expense, and we shall be gratified if you 
shall find it in your power to contribute towards it.

The extra expense is shared pro rata amongst all the Jewish candidates, and wher 
the number is small it falls heavily on each. If a larger number of Jewish can 

didates would show a keener appreciation of Sabbath observance they would not 
only be doing right themselves, but would be helping others animated by a like 
feeling.

THE SYNAGOGUES, 


BAYSWATER, 
On the Sabbath of Repentance the Rev. Dr. H. Adler preached on the second 


part of the Haphtorah, and described the visitation of locusts as emblematic of the © 


little sins which come not in “single spies but in battalions to infest the heart of 
man.” The preacher dwelt upon the mischief wrought by these so-called slight: 
treepasses—sins of the thought. sins of the tongue and temper, sins of omission —and 
indicated the fatal effect they exercised upon the character of the individual, and 
the groat amount of suffering they wrought upon our neighbours, 

In his morning sermon on the Day of Atonement the preacher, in obedience to 
the prophetic monition to “sanctify the last,” invited his hearers to the arduous 
task of introspection and self-saerificing. Citing the passage of Elisha to the 
Shunamite, ‘Is it well with thee’ Is it well with thy husband? Is it well with 
the child?” he addressed in turn the men and women, the youths and maidens of 
Israel, and asked them to seriously consider their attitute tewards God and Judaism. 
He showed the hollowness of the plea with which the infractions of the Divine Law 
were characterised as trifling and insignificant. fe contrasted the lack of idealism, 
and the love of show and luxury which tainted the present age, with the quiet dig- 
nity and contentment of the woman of Shunam, who rejoiced to “dwellin the midst 
of her own people.” If they earnestly reflected on the scant care devoted to the moral 
training of their children and the neglect of home religion, could they reply without 
shame and,faltering, “ It is well ; there is peace” ?—The Neila Sermon was devoted 
to an exposition of the theme how this Peace and Reconciliation with ourselves and 
with God were to be achieved. Taking as his text the words of Psalm Ixxxy, %, “I 
will hear what God the Lord will speak: for He will speak peace unto his people 
and unto his pious ones, but let them not turn again to folly,” Dr, Adler depicted in 
glowing colours the blesscdness of a life of sincerity, constancy, and consistency, 

MARKs. 

The Rev. Dr. Gaster preached on the Day of Atonement, taking as his text, 
“But every one shall die for his own iniquity ; every man that eateth the sour 
grapes, his teeth shall be set on edge * (Jeremiah xxi., 39). After dwelling on the 
sanctity of the day, and explaining why the Kippur had not found any imitator 
in the observances of other creeds, Dr, Gaster said if we break any of God’s com- 
mandments regulating our intercourse with our Maker, we alone are called upon 
to bear the consequences ; we suffered from the neglect, we glided inevitably down ' 
from the sunny height where we had been placed by our past and by our religion, 
into the valley of shadows, where the horizon was narrowed, and thus instcad of 
elevating ourselye we sank lower and lower. These were the sins which entailed 
the loss of confidence and hope, which brought in their train despair and misery. 
For such sinners the Day of Atonement afforded an opportunity to re-acquire that 
which they had lost, and by prayer and fasting to make their peace with God. 
They had sinned by themselves and for themselves. Not so, however, was this the 
case with the other class of sins which not alone undermined our morality, our 
happiness, and our welfare. but which brought misfortune on others, and destroyed 
the happiness of fellow men. For such sins the day of Kippur was valueless, 
Those guilty of these transgressions between man and man left the synagogue just 
as guilty as when they entered it, and the fatal consequence of their sin was not 
averted. Was it likely that we might during the entire year abuse the high 
principles of truth and the morality of our holy religicn, and then appear 
for one single day before God not with the desire of bettering our 
lives, but only with the hope that fast and prayer held good also 
for iniquities commitied against our neighbours / The Prophet Isaiah answered 
in a thundering voice: * When ye come to appear before me. who hath 
required this at your hand, to trample my courts? Utter not prayers 
fee do not feel, speak not a hope and trust as long as iniquity is in your heart, as 

ong as ye have not changed your way.” One of the greatest crimes, continued the 
preacher, which prevails to a great extent in our midst, which kills not only 
ourselves but future generations, was greed, the ardent desire to become rich. 
Could a greater sin be imagined than that of depriving the child of instruction, of 
knowledge, of religion, of a future, at an age when the child is a mere tool in the 
hands of its parents? Was there any iniquity rreater than that of breaking a tree 
when it is still very youg?, The wound might be healed, the stem kept erect, but 
the power was broken, the heart destroyed. So was it with tender, innocent chil- 
dren, whose parents exposed them much too eirly to the hardships of this world, 
and sold them body and soul to the demon Mammon. This was one of the great 
sins for which man died and caused others to die, a sin which could only be atoned 
for bya firm resolve to practise morality, to teach the love of God. and of our fellow 
creatures, and. altogether to lead a new and purer life. The services were 
conducted by the veteran Reader, the Rev. D. Piza, and the Rev. S. J. Roco, 

BERKELEY STREET. 

On Sabbath last, the sermon was delivercd by the Rev. Isidore Harris, M.A., 
who preached on the subject of “ Retrospection.” Basing his discourse on Genesis 
xix. 26, “And Lot’s wife looked behind, and she became a pillar of salt,” the 
preacher, after dwelling on the legendary character of the story, said that it seemed 
fitted to illustrate the lesson that there are times in human life when we dare not 
look back ; a truth capable of application to the present season. From ancient times 
the birth of a year has been invested by Judaism with a solemn character. Our 
traditional customs have consecrated this period to the claims of the spirit. It isa 
season in which w® are wont to review the relation in which we stand to our God, 
and to quicken our sense of virtuous obligation, which, at other times, we perhaps 
suffer to lie dormant. Naturally, the faculty of retrospection plays an important 
part in the religious awakening which marks this period. We recall to memory our 
experience during the past year, perhaps our past career as a whole, and enquire what 
we have gained or lost in moral fibre, Such réflections, one might suppose, must be 
beneficial, presenting as they do a favourable contrast to tiie thoughtless excitement 
in which so many lives are passed Yet to look back is seldom a profitable task. 
Certainly, there are many unwise modes of looking back. 
morbid satisfaction in sorrowfully and persistently dwelling on the failures of the 
past. They waste their energies in useless revrets for what can no longer be 
changed or helped. Such a retrospection is to be discourared, for the de pair 
engendered by these regrets is a more prolific source of moral deterioration than 
even callous indifference, Very different is the object with which the present season 
has been set apart. It has been instituted not in order to torture us with vain 
regrets for an irrevocable past, but to help us to order our lives aright for the 
future ; to teach “that men may rise on stepping-stones of their dead selves to 
higher things, " The lesson of the text might further be applied to the subject of 
religious faith, J ust as the physical world has witnessed convulsions in the course 
of which lands which at one time were inhabited, are, at another, desolated and 
submerged, so it is in the province of faith. The march of knowledge sweeps 
ruthlessly over our spiritual possessions, demolishing our most cherished con- 
victions, uprooting forms and customs of picturesque beauty and venerable antiquity. 
The charts and maps of men’s religious beliefs and practices need as much recon- 
struction from age to age as those which mark the physical surface of the earth. 
Crises there are in the history of human opinion when the old homes down in the 
plain in which our ancestors dwelt are doomed to destruction, and we must betake 
ourselves to higher levels of thought and worship, Such changes are necessarily 
painful, yet they have to be submitted to, Theintezrity of our spiritual life may require 
it, even as the safety of Lot's family necessitated their retreat to the mountains. 
Now and again the danger must be seriously faced, that our moral nature is like] y 
to suffer disintegration if we continue to give a formal assent to beliefs we have out- 

rown. Here, again, the fate of Lot’s wife reads us a useful lesson. Let us beware 
est we too stolidly refuse to adapt ourselves to the daily growth of knowledge, 
and the never-ceasing development of religious opinion. By living too exclusively 


in the past, and resisting the legitimate requirements of the present, we may cause 


Some minds find 
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our religion to become a fossilised thing —a mere bundle of rites and forms from 
| which the life and soul have fled. Nor need these changes which from time to 
time agitate the religious conceptions of mankind cause us any lasting regret, for 
if the convietion of Israel's profoundest thinkers is to be trusted, they are likely 
to be chanyes for the better, and to represent a nearer advancement to God and the 
trnth than mankind have hitherto made. Encouraged, then, to believe that mankind 
are scaling ever new heights, let us look to it that we aro doing something, as indi- 
viduals, to help on this march of progress, Looking back over the past year, we 
shall not beabusing the faculty of Retrospection, if we ask ourselves; Have we utilized 
the innumerable opportunities it has afforded us of advancing that minute section 
of humanity to which we can be of service—our community, our congregation—a 
step nearer to its goal and ideal ’—cheerfully resolving, if conscience answer us 
Nay, to profit by our experience of previous failure or indifference. , 

The Kipnur services at this Synagogue, which were conducted by Prof. Marks, 
assisted by the Rev. A. Lowy and the Rev. Isidore Harris, M.A., must have been 
attended in the course of that day by more than a thousand persons. 

On the eve of the Day of Atonement, the Rev. A. Lowy preached onthe peniten- 
tial character of the Book of Jonah. According to his treatment of the subject, the 
four chapters of the Book contain four imposing pictures of man’s mission and of his 
corresponding conduct in life. In the first delineation Jonah embodying in himself 
the reluctance which man shows when called upon to act as the instrument of his 
Maker. “runs away from the presence of God.” He takes refuge on an agitated 
sea and is hurled down into a bottomless deep. In the second picture of man's 
relation to God, Jonah appears imprisoned within a monster of the deep, and as the 
spokesman of penitent sinners he declares: “ When my soul is fainting within me, 
then Iremember the Lord.’ Tlis repentance restores within him a sense of duty 
and a willingness to act as God's obedient agent within thecircle of humanity, In 
the third picture Jonah is represented as faithfully discharging his obligations to 
his fellow men. He aids them to return unto God. Even the inferior grades of 
humanity, who in their decay are likened unto the brute creation, are reclaimed and 
are led into the path of regeneration. -In the closing picture of this fragmentary 
Book, Jonah’s speculations on the mercy of God are depicted by the appearance of 
a mysterious plant; its sudden growth afforded him temporary shelter from the 
scorching heat of the burning sun. He rejoices in his possession and forgets that it 
can only be transitory. <A single sting of a worm kills the plant and puts an end 
to his ephemeral satisfaction. He is now reminded that he should solely rely on 
the unchanging mercy of the Supreme Being, whose protection never varies even in 
the midst of human sorrows. This universal mercy inspires the worshipper with 
confidence in God's ruling, and leads him from his scriptural meditations to complete 
hy devout prayer the penitential ideas which are sustained by the Day of Atonement. 

The Rey. Prof. Marks preached twice on the Day of Atonement. The morning 
sermon was based on the Haftorah, Isaiah lviii., 5-7. The preacher said that some 
rescmblance might be drawn between the scene presented in the synagogue on the 
present Kippurand that upon which the prophet looked, and which furnished the 
oceasion for his homily, but there were also points of difference. Here, in the 
modern synagogue, are met together a few hundred worshippers, there, possibly 
the whole captivity of Judah in Babylon is prostrate in the sanctuary. Here, 
stands in the pulpit, a weak sinful creature like some of his congregants; a man 
ripe in years buta child in knowledge, who at best can only transshape thoughts 
that have been so powerfully and eloquently expressed by lips touched with the 
sacred fire. There thechair of admonition is filled by one who held forth in a manner 
which no uninspirel preacher has ever been able toapproach. Here, differing as we do in 
clime, temperamentand habit from orientals, there isnothing sharply demonstrative in 
the manifestation of our penitence. There the worshippers are in sackcloth, bending 
low like arush before the wind, and manifesting, outwardly at least;the most earnest 
desire to draw nigh to God. On the other hand, like the Israelites of our text, we 
also fast and pray, like them we confess ourselves.and implore pardon and grace. 


But the interval between moral and ritual atonement is just as wide to-day as it 


was in the age of the prophet. Let us, then, not discharge our attention from his 
alimonitory words until, prompted by our intellect and the uprising of our conscience, 
we ask ourselves for what purpose, for what end, we have turned aside from our 
ordinary occupations, and renounced their material gains, to take our place for a 
day in the sanctuary of the Lord. The text of the Afternoon Sermon was from 
Psalms iii.. 5, “LT lay me down, and I sleep, I shall awake again for the Lord will 
have sustained me.” Having dwelt at length on the spiritual experiences of David to 
which the text-passage had reference, the preacher expatiated with much force and 
eloquence on the Jewish doctrine of immortality, and explained the influence which 
this belief should have on the solemnities of the Day of Atonement, and in particular 
on the performance of the Neilah service, “the touchstone of the Atonement 
institution, and the important end to which the foregoing penitential liturgies are 
the means,” | 
NEW WEsT Enp, 

On Sabbath last, TAW "v, the Rev. S, Singer’s discourse dealt with the observ- 
ance of the Day of Atonement as a fast-day. It was indicative of the prevailing note 
in Judaism that while of festivals there were many, of fasts the Law of Moses 
ordained only one, The very isolation in which the day stood gave it a value of its 
own. Had the great fast recurred as often as do the days dedicated to rest and 
rejoicing, there was little doubt that it would have lost part of its extraordinary 
hold upon the heart and conscience of the Jew. In many instances familiarity with 
the severe discipline it imposes would have blunted people’s appreciation of the 
ordinance ; in a far greater number of cases the stage of familiarity would never 
have been reached ; an excessive call upon human nature would probably have been 
met by absolute refusal, and the obsérvance would have fallen into general neglect. 
To ask too much was a sure way of getting too little. That, therefore, among the 
multitudinous precepts of the Pentateuch one fast-day alone was prescribed, was 
another proof how the Law of God stooped to the infirmities of those to whom it 


_ addressed itself, and tried to win them fora better life by putting upon them nothing 


but a reasonable service. The sermon was devoted toa consideration of the rationale 
of fasting, the discussion of the objections raised against it, the motives underlying 
= observance, and the direct and permanent effects to be produced by it upon the 
character. 

On the Day of Atonement the Rev. 8, Singer preached a sermon from the text, 
Psalm xiii. 2, 3, 12, “As a hart panteth after brooks of water, so panteth my heart 
after Thee, O God. My soul thirsteth for (God, for the living God: when 
shall I come and appear before God! Why art Thou cast down, 9 my 
soul? And why art thou disquieted within me? Hope thou in God ; for 
I shall yet praise Him, who is the salvation of my countenance and my 
God!” In every human life there were moments when these eager passionate 
words fittingly expressed the soul’s yearning mood. Spite of himself, a man could 
not altogether belie the good that was part and parcel of his moral constitution. He 
often seemed like some degenerate scion of a noble house, who had discarded his ow? 
patrimony, cut himself loose from associations worthy of him, revelled perhaps occa- 
sionally, in his own degradation, and was hardly to be recognised in his self-imposed 
disguise. Yet at times some ancient refinement or characteristic turn of speech, 
would betray the man of gentle birth. So was it with most persons in regard to 
their spiritual jheritage. The better part of their nature would betray 
itself in spite of them. That people were not always as good as they 
seemed was a discovery that might be made any day of the year; that they were not 
always as bad as they seemed was a fact that holy day might bring home to their 
ninds, What was it that drew our brethren in their thousands to the Temples of 
the Lord? It was not profit ; it was not pleasure: it was not fashion; it was the 


persuasion, to which they feelimpelled to render their testimony, that man doth not 
: live upon bread alone, but upon all that proceeded out of the mouth of the Lord? 

Steeped during the rest of the year in pursuits, more or less sordid and selfish, how- 
ever much they might try to gloss them over with fair names, they spent their 
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time as though this life were never to have an end and the next never to have a 
beginning. To that course they had put a voluntary stop for that day at least. 
The preacher then ag ge to treat of the need for fostering the 
spiritual cravings of the human heart; pointed the contrast between 

ose whose ho were bounded by the earth and those whose spirit took a 
loftier flight; showed how the yearning of the soul after the living God was a 
prophecy of its own immortality, and treated at length of the grounds upon which 
the belief in a life hereafter, the highest and sweetest consolation of Religion, was 


The services were conducted by the Rev. M. Haines and Mr. M, Dupare, 
St. Woop, 
The Rev. B. Berliner preached from Isaiah ly. 9—10, on the lessons and duties of 
the Day of Atonement. If only the mind of man would not tire of the beautiful 


thought of reconciliation with our Maker, every day would be equally serviceable. | 


But we are fallible beings, and think less of that which we frequently sec than of 
that which is presented to our view only at distant intervals of time. But we see it 
daily, and therefore it loses its charm. In the same manner we should pay little or 
no heed to the Day of Atonement were we told that every day is equally serviceable 
for purposes of prayer and penitence. it is necessary that we should be taught that 
at certain periods of the year we must prepare to meet our God in order that the 
grandeur and sublimity of the idea may not be weakened. The preacher dwelt upon 
the thoughts which should be pressed upon the minds of the worshippers on that 
day, so that they might be led to “return” to God by sincere peniteace and the 
Almighty bless them with Ilis light and truth.—Before the Neilah Service, the 
Rev, Morris Joseph, a member of the Synagogue, offered up a touching prayer in 
English, 
DALSTON. 

The services at this synagogue cn the High Holidays were conducted by the 
Revs. J. Lesser and Ephraim Cohen, the ypyn 5y3 being Mr. Henry Magnus, who 
kindly rendered his services as on former years with great efficiency. The accom- 
modation of the synagogue was taxed to the utmost, chairs beivg placed in front of 
the Wardens’ Box. | 

The Rev. Hermann Goilancz preached on the New Year, m2\v N3Y, and on 
Yom Kippur. On the New Year he took his text from Psalm iv. 4, “Stand in awe, 
and sin not, commune with your own heart . . and be still,” his subject being 
New Year’s Day, the fears and hopes it inspires, and how to meet them. In viewing 
our own state with its chequered appearance, with its thrills of joy and its quiver- 
ings of fears, we have to remember that much of what happens is for the benefit of 
the generality of mankind. Man is liable to fall into the error of regarding himself 
too much in the light of a microcosm, and of selfishly looking upon events only in 
relation to his own individual happiness and comfort. We are not sufficiently edu- 
cated to the consideration that there is a general and universal good which is doubt- 
less aimed at in the Divine Scheme, and that individual pains and sorrows and 
discomforts have sometimes to be disregarded and merged in the happiness of the 
greatest number. 

On MIY NIY the sermon was preached from I. Kings viii. 35—39. The Sub- 
ject was ‘“ Self-examination and hindrances to repentance.” 

» On the Day of Atonement, the text of the sermon was Psalm xxvii, “Only one 
thing have I asked of the Lord, that will I seek: that I may dwell in the house of 
the Lord all the days of my life, to behold the pleasantness of the Lord and to search 
in his Temple.” The Yom Kippur taught the Jew how he could realise the aspiration 
of the Psalmist by living in the world without entire estrangement froin it. 

With a view of enhancing the solemnity of the rehearsal of the Memorial Offer- 
ings NVOW3I NIN on the eve of the Kippur, the Minister of the congregation, the 
Rev. H. Gollancz, has been wo :t to preface the Reading of the list of Offerings by a 
short address, which has had the desired effect of rendering this portion of the Kol 
Nidré Service, as it should be, solemn and impressive. The following is the text of 
his address :— 

_ Brethren of the House of Israel! If there be one circumstance in the tide of human 
existence which causes the soul of man to pause in its hurried co1rse; if there be one 
phenomenon iu life which arrests us in the enjoyment of the pleasures of the world and in 
the active pursuit of gain, it is the appearance of the Angel of Death within those bound- 
ar es which are hallowed by the preseace of those who are united to us by the closest ties 


_ of kinship or friendship. Our heart at first feels as though they must needs break under the 


sudden stroke which has bereft us of a near and dear one; our eyes, bedewed with tears, are 
scarcely able to perceive a tilvery tracing amid the dark cloud of woes. As the b:eath of 
life departs from the mortal body of those who tenderly loved us and whose love we 
ardently returned, it seems as though with it every hope of mortal joy bas departed from 
us, forevermore. ‘Is there so noble a life, s» pious a soul, gone for ever?” we ask in 
our dismay. “1s nought left us on earth of that which was so lovely, so cherished, of the 
existence which has flitted away ?”’ O God! “ What is man that Thou rememberest him 
and the son of man that Thou visitest him!” “If we, as children, have served to bless 
and cheer the existence of a righteous father, of a tender mother, does nothing remain 
after they have withdrawn from the scene of busy life to strengthen, to comfort, to guard, 


to check, to elevate us, in the course of our passage through the world ?’ Surely, “man 


is grass,’ but “is there not something green as grass which refreshes the sinking spirit 
with living hope?” Yes, brethren, it is the memory of the Departed. This it is which 
seems to transplant us into years that hive long rolled by, this it is which seems to link 
togecher the present and the past, this it is which seems to give a new life to those whose 
presence can now only be felt by the soul, not seen by the eye. ‘The recollection 27f a life 
that was dear t» us! How refining its influence! As for those to whom the past affords 
no cause for regret, recollection wiil cheer the solemn momeat with a thrill of joy ; as for 
those whose feet have not always powdered the path of righteousness, the tandlastion of 
a depaited life may yet exert its saving power and prompt to ea'nest resolutions. Men 
and women of Israel! Be it then your sacred duty to call to mind in solemn stillness the 
existence of those who have gone before you, whose spirit has returnid unto the God who 
gave it. Amen!

Portions of the service were read both in 
Hebrew and English, and in lieu of a sermon, certain Psalms and the Haftorah 
were read in the vernacular and listened to with devout reverence. Notwith- 
standing a certain disturbing element, caused chiefly by lads, for whom it would be 


very desirable to provide a separate service in some adjacent building, the 
’ demeanour of those present contrasted most favourably with that of former years, 


and there was a total absence of the disorder and irreverence which have been 
hitherto a source of complaint and annoyance. A few seats in the playground 
would be a great boon to the congregants, and will nodoubt be provided in future 
a Oui Sabbath last (owing to the indisposition of his father) the Rev. J . Kohn 
Zedek, the Rev. David Kohn Zedek preached three times, viz., at ten o'clock in the 
Sandy’s Row Synagogue, at two o’clock in Fash‘on Street, and at five o'clock at 61, 
Mildmay Road. He spoke as usual extempore, on texts given him just before the 
discourse by one of his audience.

MUSIC IN THE SYNAGOGUE. 


BY ASAPH KLESMER. 


XV.—WHAT THE CHOIR SHOULD SING, 


Assuming the introduction of the unison singing with organ accompaniment 
suggested in the former sections, the presence of a choir becomes by no means indis- 
vensable. If, however, it were retained, then the music to be sung by the choir 
would be comprised in two divisions. The first and most important of these would 
include the leading of the congregational unison. It was earlier pointed out that a 
well-trained choir, strictly and thoroughly under the command of the choirmaster 
or the organist, would not fail to carry with it the whole congregation, and so bring 
about the union of all present in a musically correct, and solemnly magnificent 
rendering of the melody or chant sung. But in the other division of its music, the 
choir, by singing compositions meant for execution by its members alone, the congre- 
gation remaining silent meanwhile, would do much to beautify the service, and pre- 
vent it ever wearing that appearance of monotony which might, at least in the feel- 
ings of the more musically cultivated and experienced, result from the constant use of 
unison singing by the congregation, in which of course it would not be possible to 
vary the melodies and chants used. But by putting apart some Psalm or Prayer, as 
is at present. sometimes done, to be rendered anthemwise by the choir alone, musical 
settings could be chosen, as now to a less varied extent with the Lecho Doudi and 
the Shema’ Yisroel, &c., which would fit in with the history and associations of the 
particular season, with wsthetical and devotional effect. All have felt the peculiar 
charm of the Avl Nidre, the Bimheroh, and similar melodies that come back at their 
appointed seasons. This pleasurable yet devotional sensation is principally derived 
from the circumstance that they are not heard except on those occasions and to 
those words. There is a wide and rich field of music for the choir in special settings 
of this kind for the different Psalms or Prayers selected ; but it must not be forgotten 
that such music would be meant for the congregation to listen to, but by no means 
to join in. For this reason, and because the choristers are presumably trained 
musicians, greater liberty of choice is admissible for their music. The practice here 
suggested would not alone be of value for preventing the appearance of monotony 
to the minds of the congregants, but would introduce freshness and variety, with 
constantly reviving interest in their work for the choristers. It should be unne- 
cessary to mention that none of these anthems, nor indeed any music, ought to 
be attempted unless well within the capacity of the singers, and thoroughly known 
by them. Nothing could be more painful and distasteful to any congregation pos- 
sessed of due and intelligent reverence than to have to endure the vain efforts of the 
choir to struggle through music too difficult for them or insufficiently studied. 


Allusion has been made to the peculiarly Jewish character that sacred music to be 
used by Jews should bear. With reference more to the general character of music 
for use in worship, the words in which the hymns of the Church are spoken of by a 
modern author apply with unusual force to those of the Synagogue. ‘‘ Our modern 
hymnals,” says the Rev. J. H. Blunt, in his “ Dictionary of Theology,” “have long 


of the latest ; and they are the best because they have caught something of the spirit 
of the hymns of the medixval period—solemnand majestic in the thoughts conveyed 
and most sweet in their musical cadence. A good hymn, apart from its accessory of 
music, should be full of melody, so as to win the way to the heart of the people ; but 
it should convey at the same time grand and solemn thoughts, far removed as well 
from familiarity as from severity of tone.” The place of music to help out 
this lofty ideal, ought never to be found occupied, as in many a synagogue it is 
occupied, by vapid and commonplace airs, adapted to dance tunes, and fitted for 
anywhere rather than the place of worship, or framed to awake the sleepy interest 
or please the fancy of those who, finding the melody only easy to catch, and seeking 
ndeed for nothing higher, “ join in the voice of praise with about as much reverence 
sr devotion as they might join in the chorus of a convivial song.” Of this there 
there may be no question: no music, however pleasing, can with propriety be used 

the Synagogue, which, instead of tending to a due appreciation of the text, distracts 
the attention from the meaning its devout authors intended it to convey. If, too, 
the mind be'absorbed in admiration of the mere beauty of the music, instead of being 


sensual, its display finds no befitting place in the House of Prayer. 

XVIL—ON WHAT PRINCIPLES SYNAGOGUE CHOIRS SHOULD BE TRAINED, 

It is passing strange to find that our choirs, although as regards numbers, pro- 
portion of the voices, and similar points of organisation, formed in the majority of 
cases on the most approved principles, yet miss in their training the advantages 
derivable from certain almost indispensable considerations. An athlete would lose 
the greater part of his physical powers were he to remain inactive except when 
required to give a public display of his strength. Similarly, the finest voice in the 
world, if without properly guided aud frequent practice, will soon become inferior in 
capacity and coarse in tone. Many synagogue choirmasters, however, are content to 
allow the naturally superb voices of their singers to deteriorate into that harsh 
growling and shouting that has too often degraded both those singing and that sung. 
The importance of ensuring a pure and correct pronunciation, and let us 
here add phrasing, of the Hebrew text has been already emphasised. A 
good supply of books is likewise of great importance, but too often their 
presence is left to chance in the choirs, where singing from memory and 
without music is the rule, But these points fade into comparative insignifi- 
cance besides the cruelty and injustice of employing boys as choristers, as is 


missal It is unjust, because “every musical child is an incipient artist,” and the 
talent of that child, his time and his labour being ignored, is of far greater value 
than any payment he is likely to receive, It is cruel, because he who engages 
boys for his choir, and lets them sing only by ear instead of also teaching them to 
sing from the paper, uses their powers for the moment, and then, their feelings 
already hurt by the loss of their voice, allows them to feel that they are no longer 
of any account, and that no gratitude is owing to them now that no more can be got 
out ofthem. By this short-sighted neglect, too, instead of possessing an effective 
and intelligent choir who, after a year’s training, could take up new music, and sing 
it at once, their synagogue can neither depend upon them while boys, nor can they 
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when grown older, be expected to return to the communal service as valuably effi. 
cient Tenors or Basses, 

A higher general appreciation of synagogal music, obtained through means 
such as those here hinted at, would bring into the choir enthusiastic members of all 


friendly rivalry for the display of the most worthy service, in that House where all 
classes are on a level, and all persons equal. But be that as it may in the future, it 
is nothing less than shameful to have to point out the almost universal and total 
neglect of the religious aspect of a position in the synagogue choir, the levity not 
infrequently displayed by the choristers being a direct outcome of this painful dis- 
regard of an elementary duty. It is but natural that a service regularly performed 
as an occupation should be apt to degenerate into mere lip-worship. But then the 
singers themselves as well as the congregation must not forget that they are not simply 
musical performers, but are the assistants of the Minister in the celebration of 
Divine Service. The sacredness of their office cannot be too frequently impressed upon 
the choristers, Yet how very few choirmasters, and indeed how very 
few Wardens and Committeemen can plead any fulfilment. of their 
very important duty in this direction. Where is the Synagogue Choir to which 
there will in any degree apply these words of a writer well acquainted with 

the inner life of Church Choirs? “How instantaneously the thought frequently 

flashes across the mind of one of the choir of the appropriateness of some verse to the 
season, or the subject of consideration for the day ; and with what delight the whole 

Choir will catch the idea, and with one united burst of voice bring before the con. 

gregation the special subject which they are met to celebrate. Oh! how such sym- 

pathy as this knits hearts and minds together, and makes the Choir a heaven, where 

spirit communes with spirit, and voices mingle with the songs of the angels.” But 

no; our choirs almost entirely lack this sacred devotion befitting to their office ; they 

unhappily display in its stead a wretched habit of roaring thoughtlessly through the 
most solemn and tender words of the service—and simply because the religious 
aspect of their duties is so entirely lost sight of by their teachers, and by the heads 
of congregations. 

XVIIL.—WOMEN IN SYNAGOGUE CHOIRS. 

In the preceding remarks it has been assumed that the higher voices in a choir 
would be those of boys, not of women. If the introduction of female voices is to be 
avoided, it is only under the circumstances and for the religious and art 
conditions which will be alluded to below. No one need take the trouble to kill a 
man already dead ; and as nail in door, so is the dictum, in our eyes unnecessarily 
precautional, that “ Kol be-Ishoh Ervoh.” The imposition of religious disabilities 
on Woman is in utter contrast to that recognition of her equality before God which in 
all times has pervaded the inner theory and practice of Jews. There is no 
suggestion whatever of any inferiority in her exclusion from participation in 
public worship, for it is wellknown that the sole reason why Jewesses 
have not so many religious privileges (for in that light are religious duties very 
loftily regarded), is because functional reasons deprive them of the ability to 
perform on every occasion those duties the time for which is absolutely 
fixed; and therefore Jewesses have been declared free from the obligation 
of performing such, lest they, with their characteristic piety, should pain them- 
selves with the thought of a duty neglected. The separation of the 
sexes in public worship, and the relegation to the men alone of the performance of 
it, find then their immediate cause in considerations of ecclesiastical propriety ; and 
are as ancient as the Temple times. From these reasons, it would be manifestly in 
direct contention with ancient Jewish custom that women should have a place in 
the choir when that stands on the Almemmar, or in a similarly prominent position 
in the synagogue ; not to speak of the natural diffidence that would cause Jewish 
ladies to shrink from coming so much forward. But, on the other hand, when the choir 
is placed in an organ loft, or upper gallery, like that in the New West End Syna- 
gogue ; or is behind the Ark, as is the case in the Berkeley Street Synagogue ; or 
even in a separated transverse gallery, as in the Great Synagogue; the same objec- 
tion could not forcibly apply. In fact most ancient Israelitish custom (cf. Ps, 68, 25) 
would be followed in permitting such co-operation in public worship. To prevent 
the women from taking a part in congregational song consistent with our ideas of 
propriety (those of a different country. and different century, really having no 
reasonable claim upon us), is about as sensible, as to object that men should 
look into a mirror, because that is originally a toilet article for female use only. 
But as R. Moses Isserles remarks (on the rule forbidding this last enormity, because 
of Deut. 22,5) “ where no social objection is generally raised to such a’ proceeding, 
there is really no religious objection” (Yoreh Deoh, 156, § 2). The same 
reasoning might justly be applied to the prohibition of listening to woman's 
voice, were that rule to have still any possibility of being obeyed. But 
there is an art reason why choirmasters should not be favoured with 
the enthusiasm, musical taste, and beautiful voices of the gentler half of the 
community, and should rather have to undergo the labour of teaching and training 
mischievous boys whose voices will lastibut a few years. The correspondence and 
affinity between the yoices of boys and of men, like that between the various 
stringed, reed, or brass instruments respectively, is so great, that a more perfect 
unity and accord of colour is ensured in a quartet composed entirely of male voices. 
But even were this to be disregarded, it could not be forgotten that boys’ voices are 
devoid of passion, women’s voices full of it. So, although the first point to be 
considered in questioning the admission of female singers into the choir, is the 
position of that body, whether on the Almemmar or in a gallery withdrawn from 
public gaze, yet the ladies of the congregation will better fulfil their duty by 
encouraging those of the boys in their families who have sweet voices to place 
these gifts at the command of their choirmaster. They themselves, by using 
their musical talent and cultivated voices to beautify the unisonal singing of the 
congregation, and to join with becoming fervour in the responses, hymns, and chants, 
will evidence in a most valuable manner the graceful energy and amiable enthusiasm 
at their command ; and will have the satisfaction of assisting in the foundation and 
sustaining ofa good choir of boys, and of powerfully influencing their mele relatives 
to hearty and devout worship. 

XVIII.—CONCLUDING REMARKS, 

The chief recommendation contained in these articles has been the one urging 
the introduction of the organ into the Synagogue services, as accompaniment to 4 
unisonal singing joined in by all the worshippers present. The less striking points 


| suggested are meant to lead, equally with that main roposal, to the cultivation

Both the 
interior and the exterior were tastefully decorated, In the course of his sermon 
the Chief Rabbi Perles mentioned that already 600 years ago a synagogue existed 
in Munich, and that the dedication of what has now become the old Synagogue was

HOLLAND, | 
A correspondent writes to us from Amsterdam: The famous Jewish Chora 


Society of this city, “Oefening baart Kunst,’ brilliantly upheld the honour | 


of Holland at the competition held at Liége in Belgium on the 4th and 5th 
of September. As the Society had already been crowned with the Prix d’Excellence, it 
was bound tocompete in the highest class and inthe Division of Honour, The four 
principal choral societies in Europe took part in the contest ; the Amsterdam Choir 
had, therefore, mighty opponents to contend with, The several journals published 
at Liége gave the utmost praise to its performances, which were the more difficult 
as the two pieces set by the jury had to be sung in the French text. Your musical 
readers may be interested to know that these pieces were “ L’Invocation,” words by 
Lamartine, and music by F, Radotx, and “ Germinal,” words by Solvay, and music by 
Riga. The pieces were rendered in a magnificent manner, which astonished as much as 
it delighted the hearers, the result being that “ Oefening baart Kunst” was awarded 
the Grand Gold Medal of Honour. The members of the Choir had an enthusiastic 
reception on their return home, Its fame has now been firmly established in Bel- 
gium, where it had in previous years carried off numerous high prizes, 


ITALY, 

The statement propagated by Austrian and German newspapers that the Pope 
was preparing an encyclical on the Jewish question is denied by the Osservatore 
 Cattolico, which declares that at the Vatican nothing whatever is known of any 

such intention on the part of his Holiness. 

| | PALESTINE, 

On the 8th inst. the stone was laid over the entrance gate to buildings erected in 
Jerusalem by the Montefiore Testimonial Fund, and known by the name of “Ohel 
Moshé.” The Ashcaba was recited in memory of the late Sir Moses Montefiore, and 
prayers were offered up for the welfare of Mr, Joseph Sebag Montefiore and Mr, H. 
Guedalla. | 

The “ Ezrath Nidachim” Society in Jerusalem is issuing an appeal,for funds to 
continue its charitable work. One of the primary objects for which the Society was 
established was to rescue Jews who had fallen into the hands of the English 
missionaries, and these labours have been crowned with success, 3 

The United “ Kolelim” (Congregations) in Jerusalem have issued a statement 
of income and expenditure for the three months commencing Nisan 25, and ending 
Tamuz 25. The total receipts (including 64,714 piasters and 68,386 piasters, the 
German Jews’ share of the gift of Baron and Baroness Edmond de Rothschild and 

of the Sir Moses Montefiore Bequest for 1887 respectively, and 1,127 piasters, a 
donation from Mr. Oscar Straus (the United States Minister to Turkey) amounted 
to 175,059 piasters, and the expenditure to 180,989 piasters. The deficit was 
covered by a loan. The nett amount resulting from the despatch of a messenger to 
Tashkend was only 637 piasters. In a letter accompanying this gift, Mr, Straus 
expressed his gratification that in Turkey as in America no distinction on accoun 
of religious belief was made, either de facto or de jure, : 
ROUMANIA 

The third national exhibition, organised wo Aroge Roumanian Co-operative Society, 
under the Presidency of the anti-Jewish Member of Parliament, M. Butculescu, is 
being held this year in Crajova. As was the case at the two preceding exhibitions, 
the productions of native Jewish industrialists are rigorously excluded, As, however, 
the majority of Roumania’s industries are in the hands of Jews, the title of Nutional, 
as given to the Exhibition, is a misnomer; in fact the greater portion of the 
exhibits are either the work of foreign handicraftsmen in Roumania or are imported 
from abroad and passed off as native work. The proposal to counterbalance the 
action of the Co-operative Society by the holding in Bucharest of an exhibition to 
which Jewish manufacturers and artisans alone should contribute, has not been 
carried out owing to wantof funds, About 30,000 francs would be required for 


such a purpose, 


RUSSIA, 
In the town of Kamenetz-Podolsk there have hitherto resided many hundreds ° L 
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of Jews who were born elsewhere, Kamenetz-Podolsk being less than 50 versts’ 
distance from the frontier, Jewish strangers have no right to live there. They 
have, however, been unmolested until lately, when they were ordered to quit the 
town. Upwards of sixty families have already left. The remainder have been 
granted a respite until the end of 1887. It is reported that there were at Kamenetz- 
Podolsk as many as 960 Jewish families who settled there since 1858, when a law 


natives of other places, 

The Archbishop Jeronim, on arriving at Rsetzow, was received with the usual 
salutations and presented with gifts of bread and salt by the local authorities and 
the heads of the Jewish congregation. In his acknowledgment for his reception 
he turned to the Jews and uttered the prayer that the God of blessings would bestow 
upon them the blessings of their fathers, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, This pious 
wish made a deep and favourable impression on all the Christians who were present. 

Since the publication of the decree for the expulsion of foreigners from 
Warsaw, nearly one thousand petitions have been received from persons seeking 
naturalisation as Russian subjects, These have for the most part been favourably 
received. The petitions from Jews have, however, been rejected, and in order to 
obviate the repetition of such applications, it has been ordered that all petitions 
must be accompanied by a certificate of baptism. 

A handsome new Synagogue was consecrated in Odessa on the 9th inst. This 
makes the third Temple in that city, besides numerous minor places of worship. 
The ceremony was attended by the Governor, Vice-Admiral Seleny, the Chief of 
Police, and representatives of the magistracy and the municipality. 

The Governor General of Petrekow has shown that there are still some high 
— functionaries who make it their business to promote good feelings among 

ews and Christians, On the occasion of the consecration of the new Synagogue 
at Lodz on the 15th inst., the Governor General, accompanied by his entire staff, 
attended the ceremony and followed the service with the utmost attention. His 
Excellency was also present at the banquet, together with the Governor General of 
Warsaw, In responding to the toast of his health he eulogised the liberality of 
the Jews of Lodz, who had erected a building which was an ornament to the town.
